Few of the distant Christian out- 
posts 
manned by Americans 


throughout the world could be 
more distant than one in None 
Khai. 


Here, deep in Buddhist coun- 


try,

priests guard their faith in the 
rice paddies and tangled forests 
along northern Thailand's Mek- 
ong River boundary with Laos. 
All are members of the 234- 
year-old, 
s e m i m o n a s t i c 


Redemptorist Order, supported 
pported 
in Thailand by the St. Louis 
Province of the Redemptorists. 


The superior of this mission— 


"the boss" as he's known local- 
ly—is a 41-year-old shirt-sieeve 
pnest, the Rev. Francis Gua- 
treaux, who after 14 years in 
Thailand says home is St. Al« 
phonsus Church in New Orleans, 
La. 


By river boat, jungle truck or 


slogging on foot through mon- 
soon mud, the priests move far 
into the interior ministering to 
6,000 Thai and refugee Vietnam- 
eseCatholics in backwoods vil- 
lages of four northern Thailand 
provinces. 


Proselytizing is but one of 


their missions. As Father Gau- 
treaux put it, "We do what we 
can." 


At present, doing what they 


can includes providing stop-gap 
medical care, setting up a silk- 
worm farm, 
helping farmers 


irrigate their land, and digging 
wells. By helping this way the 
priests hope to break through 
the indifference or outright sus- 
picion with which many Thais 


^regard^forejgn..missionaries. 


In northern Thailand, where 


, Buddhism is a way of life in ad- 


dition to being a religion, the 
Catholics say they sometimes 
are 
regarded as captives of 


"evil spirits." Some Catholic 
lay workers even have been ac- 
cused of preaching communism. 


With the exception of Father 


Gautreaux, who describes him- 
self as "chief mechanic and 
housekeeper," all priests spend 
three weeks out of four travel- 
ing in the interior. They say 
mass in fluent Thai, eat local 
food and sleep in villagers' huts. 


All this is not without hazards. 


In eight years in Thailand, for 
example, the Rev. William Bol- 
in, 35, has had malaria, hepati- 
tis, various other "minor" ail- 
ments, and a broken arm suf- 
fered 
when

crashed into a sand bar. 


Father Bolin, called "the riv- 


er boy" because he visits vil- 
lages by boat, is a native of St.

NBC has two hour-long shows 


in preparation for its Sunday 
schedules Oct. 30 and Nov. 6. 


NBC used that hour Sunday 


for Its report on the summer's 
racial problems, called "Agony 
of Two Cities." 


The program focused on dis- 


turbances during the summer in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Chicago. 


While CBS last week concen- 


trated on the so-called "white 
backlash," NBC dealt primarily 
with the causes of Negro discon- 
tent. 


It was the same discouraging 


picture of bad housing, lack of 
employment and opportunities. 
The most effective scenes were 
those showing slum conditions 
and scenes of disturbances in 
which hatred could be seen on 
faces of the rioters. 


It was an interesting presen- 


tation, but its effect was re- 
duced somewhat by the poor 
quality of the sound In some 
instances. Often, too, the quality 
of the color was poor. 


"The Jackie Gleason show" 


on CBS Saturday night was a 
musical comedy version of "The 
Honeymooners," and was both 
tuneful and funny. Art Carney, 
back in his engaging old groove, 
is a fine foil for the broader 
comedy of Gleason.

Q__T am deathly afraid of 


nurses, doctors and hospitals. 
1 want to take a job but 1 
would have to have a medical 
examination and I'm afraid 
they would find something se- 
riously wrong with me. What 
should I do? 


A—It is s u r p r i s i n g how 


many letters of this kind I get. 
I can assure you the doctor 
would 
find something seri- 


o u s l y w r o n g with you—a 
whopping case of immaturity. 
People who are afraid the doc- 
t o r w i l l f i n d tuberculosis, 
heart disease or c a n c e r do 
themselves much harm by de- 
1 ay ing an examination that 
would enable the doctor to 
treat these d i s e a s e s early 
enough to do some good. 


A century and a half ago it 


is true that a hospital was a 
place to go to die. The chances 
of coming out alive were slim 
and some of the old fear per- 
sists. 


There is another group of 


persons, the chronic complain- 
ers, who are afraid to go to 
the doctor because they are 
afraid he won't find anything 
seriously w r o n g with them. 
These persons are also imma- 
ture. A mature person wants 
to know the truth and to face 
up to it.

Negotiators 
Trying to 
Stall Strike 


NEW YORK (AP) - Negotia- 


tors continued talks in hopes of 
averting a strike today by the 
AFL-CIO 
Transport Workers 


Union against American Air- 
lines, the nation's second larg- 
est domestic airline. 


The union said it would call 


its 12,000 nonoperating employes 
out on strike at 6:45 a.m., EOT. 


American, which operates 1,- 


000 flights carrying 36,000 pas- 
sengers to 44 cities in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico each 
day, 
escaped 
last summer's 


crippling 43-day strike by the 
Machinists Union against 
five 


major airlines. 


Involved in the current con- 


tract dispute with American are 
ground 
crewmen, 
mechanics, 


clerks, communication workers 
and 
supply 
personnel. 
They 


overwhelmingly 
rejected 
the 


latest company offer. 


The union said it was seeking 


a 30 per cent wage increase 
Hourly wages for its members 
now range from $2.54 to $3.57, 
the TWU said. 


The company said its contract 


offer included an increase of 59 
cents an hour in top wage 


brackets in a three-year con- 
tract. American contended this 
was several cents more than the 
machinists won in their strike 
against 
Eastern, 
National, 


Trans World, United and North- 
west airlines. 


The company also said its of- 


fer on fringe benefits was better 
than that given the machinists. 


The 
machinists 
signed 
a 


three-year 
contract, effective 


last Jan. 1, which will bring the 
top hourly scale to $4.08. 


A company source reported 


the most difficult unresolved 
issue was a union demand for 
the proposed wage package to 
be included in a two-year con- 
tract, instead of in three years. 


The TWU members first voted 


strike authorization last Spring. 
President 
Johnson named an 


emergency board and invoked 
terms of the Railway Labor Act 
last July 27 to delay the walk- 
out. 


The board, however, made no 


recommendations for a settle- 
ment and said 
there was a 


chance the parties could resolve 
the issues without a strike. In 
its Aug. 30 report, the board 
warned against an "exaggerat- 
ed settlement."

South was one point shy for 


his two no-trump response to 
his partner's opening bid. He 
hoped that his two ten spots 
would

deficiency. 


South captured East's jack 


of spades with his king and 
counted seven quick winners. 
He needed two more. One way 
tp get them would be to give 
his opponents a diamond trick. 
The trouble with that line of 
attack was that South had also 
counted up four quick losers 
—three spades and the ace of 
hearts. The diamond trick 
would be a fifth and you can't 
lose five tricks and make 
three no-trump. 


Therefore 
it was up to 


South to look for two extra 
winners somewhere o t h e r 
than in the diamond suit. The 
only other place was in hearts, 
but they might well be there. 
South led his ten of hearts and 
let it ride. When it knocked 
out East's ace South still had 
to worry about s p a d e s . 
Perhaps 
West had opened 


fifth best instead of fourth 
best. However, West could 
only take three spade tricks. 
After that South would repeal 
the heart finesse to bring 
home the bacon. 


East criticized his partner's 


opening lead but if West had 
opened any other suit South 
could have set up dummy's 
diamonds and make his con- 
tract with four diamonds, foui 
clubs and at least one trick in 
spades or hearts.

Since then 
they have run a feverish course 
trying to remake a nation of 700 
million people overnight, de- 
claring war on old customs, 
habits and institutions.

Sept. 15 when Mao and Lin re- 
viewed a million of them in 
Peking's 
Gate 
of Heavenly 


Peace Square. 


Japanese 
correspondents in 


the Chinese capital say that the 
Red Guards have served their 
purpose: awakening the country 
just before the critical harvest. 
Now they will be quietly trans- 
formed into a labor reserve for 
the countryside. 


Official Peking, however, in- 


dicates they will be around and 
active for a long time to come. 


Their role was noted with offi- 


cial approval at last Saturday's 
celebration of the 17th anniver- 
sary of communism's capture of 
China.
